tit World Alliance,” just off the press. The 
author is BWA President, Dr. F. Townley Lord 
of London. The British publishers: The Carey 
Kingsgate Press, London. The American pub- 
lishers: The Broadman Press, Nashville, Tenn- 
essee. The price of this nicely bound 185-page 
volume is seven shillings and sixpence in Britain, 
one dollar and seventy-five cents in the U.S.A. 

Some years ago Dr. J. H. Rushbrooke began 
writing the history of the Baptist World Alliance, 
but the work had not proceeded very far by the 
time he passed away early in 1947. It is a cause 
for rejoicing that this brief but vivid review of 
fifty years of BWA history has appeared. 

After reading the thirteen short chapters that 
constitute this book, one cannot help ending up 
with a strong appetite for even more. Fifty event- 
ful years really provide material for a much larger 
volume. But a smaller book has the advantage of 
alower price and a more popular appeal. It con- 
tains all the essential facts. It acquaints the 
reader with all the Baptist leaders who have been 
to the fore during half a century of Alliance de- 
velopment. It gives glimpses of the struggle for 
religious liberty and large-scale relief efforts 
against the backdrop of world politics and ca- 
lastrophes. And it is writing in the easy, charming 
style of a master of English prose writing. 

The book is provided with portraits of founders, 
presidents, and secretaries. Besides a “postscript,” 
by Dr. Ernest A. Payne, it contains Baptist world 
statistics, a short bibliography, and an index.

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“Jesus Christ the Same... .” 


Proclaiming the significance of Hebrews 13:8, 
Baptists from fifty-five nations representing some 
ninety national unions or conventions will par- 
ticipate in the Golden Jubilee congress of the 
Baptist World Alliance opening in the Royal 
Albert Hall, London, England, Saturday after- 
noon July 16. Total registration of Baptists from 
the U.S.A. as of June 28 was 3,716. Approxi- 
mately 7,500 Baptists will attend. The Rev. J. E. 
Ennals of South Africa will offer the first prayer, 
and U Ba Hmyin of Burma will read the first 
passage of Scripture. Addresses of welcome from 
the president of the Baptist Union of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and the moderator of the Free Church Federal 
Council will be acknowledged by a response by 
the Rev. Louie D. Newton, BWA vice-president 
of Atlanta, Ga. The keynote address, “The 
Changeless Christ in a Changing World”, will be 
delivered by the Rev. Lawrence A. North of 
Wellington, New Zealand. 

The roll call of nations, to begin during the 
first session, will continue into the evening ses- 
sion when prayer will be offered by the Rev. Jin 
Sugaya of Japan, the Scripture by the Rev. T. B. 
McDormand of Canada, a devotional by the Rev. 
G. H. Blackburn of Australia, and an address 
“Our Baptist Faith in the World of Today,” by 
Dr. Herbert Gezork of the U.S.A. 

The jubilee service Sunday afternoon will fea- 
ture the jubilee address by BWA President F. 
Townley Lord on the subject “The Baptist World 
Alliance in Retrospect and Prospect.” The eve- 
ning session will include brief talks by a Hawai- 
ian, a German, a Brazilian, a Nigerian, a Korean, 
a citizen of the U.S.A. and one of the U.S.S.R. 
followed by a sermon by Dr. Josef Nordenhaug 
of Switzerland, “The Fulness of Christ.” 

General Secretary Arnold T. Ohrn’s report and 
message will be given Monday morning, and Dr. 
H. H. Rowley of Manchester, England, will speak 
on “Christ in the Bible.” 

Four afternoons will be devoted to simulta- 
neous discussions for special interest groups. Mon- 
day young people, women, laymen, ministers, and 
Baptists especially concerned about religious lib- 
erty will meet separately. Tuesday the young 
Baptists and Baptist women will resume their 
discussions, while a conference of ministers and 









laymen, and one for theological teachers are be- 
ing held. Continental conferences are scheduled 
for Thursday, giving attention to the evangeliza- 
tion of the six major geographical areas of the 
earth. Friday afternoon separate conferences 
on techniques will be held. 

Mrs. Edgar Bates of Canada will deal with the 
subject “Christ and Justice” and Dr. Walter Pope 
Binns of the U.S.A. with “Christ and Freedom” 
on Monday evening. After five “glimpses of Bap- 
tist work in Latin America” Tuesday morning 
Dr. Joseph H. Jackson of Chicago will speak on 
“Christ in Everyday Life.” The Congress sermon 
will be delivered Tuesday evening by Dr. Joao 
Soren of Brazil following an address “The Healing 
of the Nations” by Daw Hla Shein of Burma. 

Wednesday morning will be devoted to five brief 
messages by Asian Baptist leaders and an address 
“Christ in the Home” by Mrs. Maurice B. Hodge, 
U.S.A. That afternoon the BWA chairmen of youth 
work and women’s work, and of relief, will speak, 
with the last address by Dr. W. O. Lewis on 
“Christ and the Refugees.” Two simultaneous 
evening sessions will be held that evening, with 
a pageant for one and three brief addresses on 
the topic “We Preach Christ” for the other. 

The Rev. Alexander Karev of Moscow will ad- 
dress the Congress Thursday morning, after three 
messages on Baptist work in Africa. World 
Missions Night is Thursday. Friday morning 
after “glimpses of work in Europe,” Dr. C. 
Emanuel Carlson of Washington, D. C., will speak 
on “Christ in the Affairs of the Nations.” 

The closing rally, to be held Friday evening 
July 22, at Arsenal Football Stadium, Highbury 
Hill, will give opportunity for an introduction of 
the president-elect. The Rev. Erik Ruden of 
Sweden will speak on “Truth is Immortal” and 
the Coronation Address will be delivered by Dr. 
Billy Graham of the U.S.A. 

Dr. Ohrn left Washington for London by air 
June 14, to assist in last-minute preparations for 
the Congress. His secretary, Miss Jessie Ford, 
who retires from active service with the Alliance 
August 31, leaves for London July 5. Her suc- 
cessor, Miss Rowena B. Tingley, who resigned 
May 31 as office secretary, Student Aid Fund, 
Board of Education, American Baptist Convention, 
will be on duty in London before a brief vacation 
tour of Europe, assuming her full duties with the 
Washington BWA headquarters in late August. 
Mrs. Hubert Keefer and Miss Rhoda Dubelzars 
of the BWA relief office will keep the Washington 
office while the staff is in London. Dr. Ohrn will 
return to Washington in October, after a visit to 
Russia with three American Baptist preachers 
and a vacation in his native Norway.

Australia and New Zealand 


“The pilgrim ship”, as the Melbourne pres 
dubbed the Esperance Bay with its shipload of 
Baptists bound for the Baptist World Congress jy 
London, could better have been called “the sing. 
ing ship,” from reports of the voyage in The 
Baptist Times. 

With a seven o'clock morning watch, a daily 
9:15 devotional session amplified throughout the 
ship, family worship at day’s end, and the cap. 
tain’s service Sunday morning, the less formal 
evening service, Sunday school and Christian 
Endeavor, with a choir of 100 voices to partici. 
pate, the pilgrimage of Baptists proceeded from 
the Australian Bight to Ceylon. In response to 
the message of the Baptist missionary on board 
contributions were made for missions in Pakistan, 
Busy knitting needles on deck produced gay 
woolen scarves and babies’ garments as the 
ship ploughed through the ocean. 

The Ceylon Baptist Union arranged for a happy 
welcome to the voyagers in the Cinnamon Gardens 
Baptist Church, where the Australians’ tour flag 
was draped beside the Union Jack on the platforn. 

The largest delegation of Baptists ever to attend 
a congress from Australasia will dock early in 
July at Southampton. 


EULOpe 


England 


Gifts of outworn glasses were solicited recently 
by the British Broadcasting Company for the 
Baptist Missionary Society of London. Parcels of 
spectacles should be sent, the announcement said, 
to “Missionary Optical Service, ‘Thornberry’, Sal- 
vington Road, Worthing, Sussex.” 

The story back of this appeal is told in the 
June issue of Missionary Herald. Three years 
ago, in response to an appeal from missionaries 
at the hospital at Yakusu, Belgian Congo, the 
Society asked its friends to send cast-off eye glasses 
for missions. Such items had frequently turned 
up in relief parcels, but they were of little value. 
Frames with narrow bridges went to places where 
people have broad noses; the lenses were not 
easily matched to personal needs, and_ rimless 
pince-nez reached areas where they were not 
wanted. 

Then a qualified optician offered his services. 
“If Baptists will collect old glasses, I will re 
condition them without charge and organize their 
distribution to mission stations where they will 
be useful,” said H. A. Thompson of Worthing, 
Sussex. 

Since that time nearly 2,500 pairs of spectacles 
have been shipped to mission fields and 1,000 
more are ready for distribution. The most time- 
consuming job is “neutralizing” the lenses. Mr. 





Thompson enlisted other opticians through the 
Optical Press, and both materials and assistance 
were offered. Whatever parts of glasses cannot 
be used again are sold as scrap, and the money 
from this sale makes possible the meeting of spe- 
cial needs. 

The success of the venture prompted Mr. 
Thompson to offer to help missionaries themselves 
get fitted with glasses or have glasses repaired 
while they are on the field. This service makes 
it possible for missionaries to get adequate visual 
care at minimum expense, 


Latin America 


Argentina 


The young Baptists of Argentina organized a 
national convention 24 years ago from the young 
people’s societies or unions in the 150 Baptist 
churches in Argentina and Paraguay. These 
societies meet usually on Saturday nights for the 
study of the Bible, doctrines, missions, and church 
methods, but they have evangelistic and social 
activities at other times. 

The annual National Youth Congress was chiefly 
an administrative program until eight years ago 
when a Youth Spiritual Congress was also held. 
In 1954 the two meetings became one, with em- 
phasis on both spiritual and administrative factors 
in Christian work. In 1947 the attendance was be- 
tween 100 and 150, but last year 2,000 came. 

The Youth Convention publishes a 40-page 
magazine entitled Tribuna Evangelica. It car- 
ties feature material about Argentine Baptist 
young people and messages from leaders of other 
Baptist youth in the world. The missionary offer- 
ing is a major project. Two years ago 24,000 
Argentine pesos ($1,600) were contributed during 
the twelve months; last year the same amount 
was given in half that time. It supports the na- 
tional missionary work in Patagonia and Tierra 
del Fuego, the southernmost Baptist mission in 
the world. Recently a World Baptist Youth Day 
was proclaimed and many groups had special pro- 
grams to celebrate it. The Rio Conference of 
young Baptists of the world did much to stimu- 
late Argentine Baptist young people to greater 
service, according to their vice-president, Arnaldo 
Canclini, of Buenos Aires. 


North America 


General Baptist Association 


“God’s Acre” plan is being tried out by some 
of the rural churches of this Baptist organiza- 
tion in midwest U.S.A. Each family in the 
church is asked to set aside one acre of his 
crop and dedicate it to God. If he rents his land, 
he is asked to dedicate his share of the acre; if 
he owns it, he is asked to give the income from 
that one acre. The few church members who 


receive a salary are asked to dedicate one week’s 
pay to the “God’s Acre” program. 

The General Baptist Messenger reporting the 
story from Maumee (Indiana) Church stated that 
23 families signed up last year. The income from 
the sale of the corn, melons, and vegetables pro- 
duced on the acres they dedicated amounted to 
$2200. The church has 95 resident families, with 
330 members in the community. This year 38 
families signed up, and the pastor confidently 
expects to meet the goal of $10,000.

United Bible Societies have appointed a Baptist 
minister, E. H. Robertson, now assistant head of 
religious broadcasting for B.B.C., London, to the 
post of research secretary, beginning in May, 
1956. His primary duty will be to promote the 
use of the Bible in the churches. 


“Sunday at the Beach” may properly begin 
with an early morning worship service in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Pastor J. Ray Garrett of Second 
Baptist Church conducts such a service at eight 
o'clock Sunday mornings in a drive-in movie 
theater just off the main highway to the Eastern 
Shore and other resort spots. 


A feature-length film of professional quality 
on the life of William Carey or Roger Williams 
may result from efforts of the Film Commission 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, U.S.A., un- 
der guidance of Dr. Louie D. Newton as chair- 
man, to enlist the interest and resources of other 
Baptist groups represented at the Jubilee Congress 
in London. 


Four children from a Christian orphanage in 
Mexico City, working as an evangelistic team, 
will spend September in the Baptist churches of 
Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mexico, under the direction 
of Missionaries Orvil and Alma Reid. They will 
hold 105 services in ten churches and 30 missions 
during the 30 days. The four boys, twelve and 
thirteen years of age, “preach”, sing, and give 
their testimonies. 


Japan Baptists’ foreign missions committee 
has sent out a call for volunteers for missions in 
Okinawa and Brazil. A Convention-wide Christ- 
mas mission offering is building a fund adequate 
to launch a foreign mission program. A survey 
of Okinawa has already been made, and reports 
from Brazil state that 300,000 Japanese colonists 
are there, with the number increasing. 


Two young Baptists of Malaya were ordained 
to the ministry at Penang March 30, with more 
than 100 persons participating. The new preach- 
ers have been called to assist with the three 
Baptist churches and four chapels of North 
Malaya, formerly pastored by one Chinese and 
one American preacher. 


Evangelist Billy Graham has received an jp. 
vitation to conduct a full-scale crusade in Ney 
York City in September, 1956. The Protestan, 
Council of the City issued the invitation. Madisoy 
Square Garden was packed last March when DP; 
Graham made his first appearance there. 


Baptist Youth Fellowship, national organiz. 
tion of the American Baptist Convention, with 
400,000 members, raised $32,000 during the pag 
twelve months for the “Share Our Surplus” relie{ 
project, launched the “Timothians” (a fellowship 
of those entering church vocations), and voted to 
form groups called “Prayer, Inc.” The annual 
sessions attracted 700 young Baptists to Green 
Lake, Wisconsin, in June. 


A scholarship to Ouachita (Baptist) College 
in Arkansas was the gift of the 809th Engineer 
Aviation Battalion to Irene Beatrice Sablan of 
Guam when she won first place in the Protestant 
competition, for scholarship and service to Christ, 
Baptist chaplain Thomas N. Shaddox, Jr., pre. 
sented the award. 


Thirteen Indonesians from Moslem families 
were among the 23 persons who became Christians 
at Semarang, Java, during the first eight months of 
mission work by Southern Baptists at that station. 
Ninety per cent of the population of Indonesia is 
Islamic but of the 13 converts, only four found 
opposition from their families. The fourth Baptist 
church under Southern Baptist auspices in Indo. 
nesia was organized in Djakarta May 1 with 4 
members. 


The tornado that destroyed Udall, Kansas, in 
May killed six-year-old Katherine Jeffries, who 
attended the mission Sunday school conducted by 
the Mulvane (Kansas) First Baptist Church. The 
parents, deciding to leave Udall, deeded their land 
to the Baptist mission church to be used for a 
building site. 


South African Baptists will be represented at 
the Jubilee Congress by the Rev. and Mrs. C. W. 
Parnell of Johannesburg Central Church and by 
the Rev. and Mrs. R. H. Philpott of Bulawayo 


Church, among others from that area. 


Cochabamba, Bolivia, Baptist Church ordained 
the first Bolivian Baptist pastor to the gospel min- 
istry May 8, according to The Canadian Baptis. 
The candidate was Senor Donato Saldias. The 
church followed the ordination service by a week: 
long celebration of its fiftieth anniversary. 


A Baptist minister’s son, Robert McFerrin, is 
one of the first two Negro singers to appear at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, New York. 


Baptist layman Harold E. Stassen, forme 
governor of Minnesota, will become Presidet! 
Eisenhower's special assistant for disarmamenl 
July 1. He has been director of Foreign Opera 
tions Administration in Washington.
